to what he would have paid, had he immediatel 
joined the Aſſociation ; or to become a ſubſcriber 
from the time of propoſing himfelf : and any other 
miniſter in theſe or any other counties may be ad- 
mitted by a majority of two thirds of the ſubſcri- 
bers.

11. Any Miniſter who is a ſubſcriber to the 
fund, and any perſon who gives five guineas, or 
ſubſcribes one guinea annually, may be admitted 
into any offices of the ſociety, and have a vote at 
the general meetings.

III. To pay Annuities to the Widows of ſuch 
Miniſters as ſhall have been ſubſcribers four years, 
and leſs than twenty years, in proportion to the, 
rates paid by their huſbands, viz. for one guinea 
and a half, fix pounds; for two guineas, eight 
pounds ; for two guineas and a halt, ten pounds ; 
and for three guineas, twelve pounds per annum, 
during widow-hood : the annuities to commence 
from any of the quarter-days next enſuing, after 
the deceaſe of their huſbands, viz. March 25th, 
June 24th, September 29th, and December 25th ; 
and what is due ſhall be paid the firſt 24th of June 
that ſhall happen, one full quarter after the death 
of their huſbands : the annuity to ceaſe the next 
quarter-day enſuing after the marriage or death, of 
the ſaid widows. But, if any miniſter die before 
the expiration of four years, after his entering into 
this ſociety, - his widow ſhall continue his rate of 
ſubſcription until the four years be expired, in or- 
der to be entitled to her annuity. Nevertheleſs, 
all arrears, and a ſum that will make the ſubſcrip- 
tions which have been paid, equal to four years an- 
nutty, ſhall be deducted (that is, a ſum, which with

iv. To pay Annuities to Miniſters, when inca- 

picitated for public ſervice by age or infirmities, 
equal to what their widows would have received 
at the time when ſuch incapacity began. This in- 
capacity ſhall be certified under the hands of two 
neighbouring minifters, and ſhall have continued 
ſix months before ſuch claim can be made: and 
the annuities ſhall be pid during the continuance 
of fuch incapacity, without diminiſhing the future 
claims of the widows and children of ſuch incapa- 
citated miniſters. 
v. The annuities of the widows of ſuch minis- 
ters as ſhall have ſubſcribed twenty years, and of 
the miniſters themſelves when incapacitated for 
public ſervice by age and infirmities, ſhall be en- 
creaſed, for every year during which ſubſcriptions 
ſhall have been paid after that term, in the propor- 
tion of one ſhilling in the pound upon the annuities 
mentioned in SECTION 2. of this CHAPTER, And 
the following inſtance ſhall be confidered as ex- 
plaining the ſenſe in which this law is to be under- 
ſtood. viz. 

If a miniſter who has been a ſubſcriber npon the 
loweſt rate ſhall die, after he has paid his twentieth 
and before he has paid his twenty-firſt ſubſcription, 
his widow ſhall be entitled to an annuity of fix 
pounds, fix fhillings: If he ſhall die after he has 
paid his twenty-firſt, and before that he has paid 
his twenty-ſecond ſubſcription, her annuity ſhall 
be fix ada ſhillings: If he he ſhall die

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After his twenty-ſecond; and before hs-twenty-tHird 
ſubſcription, it ſhalt be ſix pounds eigliteen ſhillings 
&e. © This annuity {hall continue to increaſe in the 
ſame proportion of fix' ſhillmgs for every year in 
which the ſubſcription ſhall have been paid above 
twenty years: This law fhalt apply equally to eve- 
ry rate of ſubſcription; as well as to the annuities 
of incapacitated miniſters: And this principle of 
increaſe ſhall extend to every year above twenty, 
during which the ſubſcriptions ſhall have been paid, 
without limitation; but it ſhall not affect the por- 
tions of children.
